LET US STAND TOGETHER. 


We trust that the remarks of Judge Hannum before the Sequoia |’ 


Club will not prove to have fallen upon unappreciative ears. The 
secret of municipal success as well as suecess in any other line is 
standing together. It is the realization of the old motto: ‘‘United 
we stand; divided we fall.’’ The first aim of every resident of Rich- 
mond must be to build up and increase the population of the town, 
and secondly, to retain as much of the money of the community at 
home as possible. 4 

To accomplish both these objects the town must be made very 
attractive. Richmond has to compete with very strong contra attrac- 
tions. She has San Francisco with a thousand amusements only an 
hour away, and she has Oakland a good second to the Bay Metropolis 
still nearer. To retain the population here she must be up and 


All of those things cost money, some body has said. Yes, that is 
true, but the business man does not consider the cost of an innova- 
tion only, he asks first of all, will it pay? 
then D——n the cost. And so with our public affairs, if they will 
pay then why shoutd we worry?" 

It can not be necessary to demonstrate at any great length that 
the more beautiful a woman the more attractive she is, and as with 
a town, the more beautiful a city is, the more attractive its appear- 
ance the more people will want to live there. 

There is no reason why Richmond should not attract just as 
many suburbanites as Alameda. We have just as good a climate, and 
the tide lands are just as much in evidence on that side of the bay as 
here. But we must drain our lots and get rid of our mosquitoes, on 
that point there can be no contest. Every lot in the city should be 
higher than the side walks adjoining, and until that improvement 
is accomplished the city will never escape being unsightly in Winter 
after the rains. 

Then there is another matter along the line of beautifying, that 
the women’s clubs are particularly fitted to take up, and that is to 
urge every one to beautify their own property and homes. We need, 
an@ need badly, more flowers and more natural beauties of that 
character along our streets. Alameda sets us a fine example in that 
respect and so do many other towns far smaller than Richmond. 

A good way to accomplish those floral improvements is to estab- 
lish a club in a neighborhood and have everyone combine. Then 
order the flowers for all the block together, and have one or two men 
set them out, or if you want to set them out yourself, why do so, but 
they can be bought cheaper by wholesale, and the cost of transpor- 
tation will be less. Bulbs and other plants are now allowed to go 
through the parcel post. The government distributes a lot of seeds 
free and all anyone who reads this notice has to do is to sit down and 
address a letter to,

the person asking for them. The government also distributes pamph- 
lets on the subject of seed planting and Congressman Curry will get 
those without cost for any wf his constiuents asking for them.

The government does the rest. 

Poverty can not be claimed as an excuse for not beautifying 
your property. The improvement of individual yards and gardens 
will do an immense work towards redeeming the town from its 
present appearance. But we need not stop there; our streets should 
have been parked when they were laid out, but since it is too late to 
remedy that now, the planting of trees and the other improvements 
suggested will do much to make Richmond a modern city and a very 
attractive one. 

But all that will cost money, we are told again. Certainly, but 
it is money well spent and that will come back to the city many times 
over. Every newcomer means an improvement for those who are 
already here. Because his arrival increases the value of property, 
inereases the working force of the community and increases the num- 

‘ber of those who are to bear the burden of improvements which 
decrease for the individual consequently. .

THE OWENS CAMPAIGN. 


The closing of the Owens campaign finds a curious condition of 
affairs. The senator has not yet made any reply to the many charges 
that have been made and he has even gone so far to practically admit 
them all. Never in the history of the state can we recall an election 
which there was less effort at any defense or explanation bv a 
candidate of his record or position than James C. Owens has put forth 
this campaign. 

To statements that were clear and specific he has put forth 
only abuse, or rediculous scriptural quotations that made him more 
absurd than ever. He has had himself compared to the adultress of 
the Bible, and we shall not be surprised to learn that he is Lasarus 
in disguise before we get through, but any manly, honest answer to 
the charges he has not either made or attempted to make. He has 
not had the nerve to answer them even specifically in print, the only 
answer he has ever attempted is low abuse, and villification, or allega- 
tions that the measures he voted against were of no importance, and 
that he was pleasing the majority of his constituents by voting as he 
did. But even more serious than the way he voted is the way he did 
not vote. The dodging record of Senator Owens is the greatest in all 
the history of the legislature of California and we defy him to point 
to one man in all the years that this state-has had a legislature who 
neglected his duty more persistently and more continuously than he 
did during the last session of the legislature. 

What he was doing while his volleagues were working he has 
not dared to tell. Perhaps he was praying, but we doubt it. He cer- 
tainly was not working on the ‘‘seven importnt’’ committees to which 
he claimed he belonged, because if he had been his colleagues on those 
committes would of necessity have had to be absent as much as he was 
and none of them were. James C. Owens knows that his committee 
work-was as much neglected as his work on the floor of the senate 
and that he neither attended to his duties as a legislator on or off the 
floor; he was busy perhaps keeping up his reputation as a good fel- 
low, or he was busy taking orders of how he should vote to keep wom-

“Senator Butler’s committee du- 
ties were quite as exacting as were 
those of Senator Owens, but’ the 
tables from which these figures were 
taken show that Senator Butler was 
present and voting every time. You 
will note that Senator Butler voted 
seven times against labor policies. 
But he voted. His constituents know 
where he stands on these policies. 
They have a right to know. But you 
have no knowledge of how your own 
senator stands on ten of these im- 
portant measures. There is no rec- 
ord to go by. He did not vote. 

“Much has been said about Sen- 
ator Owens’ promise to labor to vote 
for certain policies and his failure 
to keep those promises. In my judg- 
ment, any citizen has the moral right 
to demand of a candidate for legis- 
lative office where he stands on is- 
sues upon which he is called to pass. 
The candidate has equal right to 
make his position clear. I can un- 
derstand very well how with addi- 
tional information, a senator or as- 
semblyman may very properly 
change his attitude after election.

“Regardless of the outcome of:this 
recall election,’’ said Hichborn, “‘if it 
teaches Senator Owens and other 
members of the Legislature their 
responsibility, the effort will be 
worth while.
